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Weapons research at McGill to end?

A million being discussed at 
Senate today may make weapons 
research at McGill a thing of the 
past. 

"I think it's appropriate that we 
not do weapons research." said 
Professor Myrna Gopnik. who 
proposed the motion. "I just feel 
that banning it is the right thing to 
do." 

"The purpose of the motion is 
to indicate that the use of universi- 
ty personnel on university time 
with university resources should 
not be devoted towards research 



which is explicitly designed for 
weapons which can be used for 
the destruction of property and 
personnel by the military and 
which is funded by a military 
establishment," said Professor 
Abbot Conway, the motion’s 
seconder. 

"We all have different roles in 
life, and occasionally the role as a 
citizen may become more impor- 
tant than the role as an 
academic," said Gopnik. "I can 
understand that, and if people 
want to support the military, then 
they should take a leave of 



absence from the university to do 
their research." 

"This rose out of the Fuel Air 
Explosives (FAH) business." said 
Conway. Gopnik said it "was a 
precipitating factor. The rule 
about secret military research 
wasn’t sufficient, and FAI-’s 
brought that to the forefront." 

Conway is a member of the 
Committee to Advise on Matters 
of Social Responsibility (CAMSR). 
which got divestment to go 
through, but. he said. "The com- 
mittee’s mandate is to receive 
statements of concern from the 



university community only about 
investment matters. 

"The ad hoc committee passed 
by the Hoard last week to look in- 
to research guidelines may sug- 
gest that CAMSR's mandate be ex- 
tended. but I think it's far better to 
create an ethics committee to 
report to Senate," he said. “Of 
course, this is all pipe dreams 
right now. Nobody’s sal down to 
plan it yet." 

"As with any moral issue, it's a 
complicated one." said Gopnik. 
"It's not always easy to

decide — there are clear eases on 
each side, and some things that 
lull in between. Lots of things 
might have to do peripherally with 
the military, but we're trying to 
distinguish between something 
like that, and weapons." 

"It’s important that we state the 
moral position of the university. 
People then constrain their 
research within those limits. They 
know they'll face an ethics review 
board before they can proceed 
with their work." she said. "It's 
important to get people to think 
about what they’re doing."

A provincial tenants' rights 
organization is trying to bring its 
grievances to the attention of the 
Liberal government this week, 
with the publication of a docu- 
ment on housing problems. 

Front d’Aclion Populaire en 
Reaménagement Urbain (FRAPRU) 
or People’s Rights Over Urban 
Development (proud) issued the 
document Monday as part of their 
action week on housing. 

I’KOUD is made up of 
cooperatives and other groups 
Irom across Quebec who formed 
in 1 0X2 out of a need to protect 
the interests of tenants. 

"This document is the first one 
that has all the numerous housing 
problems listed in one place." 
said proud spokesperson Dcnyse 
Lacelle. "These problems range 
from discriminatory practices to 
the problems old people face. 
About one million people in 
Quebec are affected." 

PROUD is concerned with the 
government's policy on con- 
dominium building and conver- 
sion. and the creation of low-cost 
housing. "People with money are 
buying up houses in popular areas 
and just throwing out the tenants 
who then have to find somewhere 
else to live." said Lacelle. "They 
invariably end up with a higher 
rent and housing is reduced." 

While the government now has 
a freeze on the conversion of flats 
to condominiums, "lifting it 
would create real problems in the 
housing industry." explained 
Lacelle. More condominiums 
would mean less available hous- 
ing space. 

The government's attitude 
towards cheap housing only helps 
to compound the problem "It is 
the intention of the Liberal 
government to stop building low- 
cost housing." Lacelle said. 
"What the government has to do 
is to control tent prices, maintain 



the freeze on condominium con- 
struction and increase the building 
of cooperatives and low rent hous- 
ing." 

While distributing their docu- 
ment this week. PROUD will be 
•asking Montreal tenants questions 
about housing. "We are asking 
people how much rent they pay 
for how much income they 
have," said Lacelle. "There will 
also be public meetings held 
across the province to discuss the 
state of housing in Québec."

Two winners at judicial board

Though the Students' Society 
judicial board rejected the Post- 
Graduate Students’ Society's, 
(PGSS) procedural complaint 
against SSMU. Steven Fraser is 
claiming a moral victory for PGSS. 

The Judicial Board ruled last 
Friday that while adequate notice 
had been given of PGSS's propos- 
ed amendments. SSMU did not 
violate their constitution when 
they postponed debate on the 
amendments. 

"I’m satisfied that we are vin- 
dicated. that notice was given and 
that SSMU was using procedure to 
stonewall the amendments." said 
Fraser. 

Pickersgill was also satisfied. 
"It seems Council can rest easv. 



We did not violate our Constitu- 
tion after all." 

Fraser took Students' Council 
to the judicial board after the 
February 24th Council meeting, 
alleging that section 9.1 of the 
SSMU constitution had been 
violated by not debating proposed 
constitutional amendments, 
presented at the previous meeting. 

Sectons 9.1 and 9.2 of the SSMU 
constitution pertain to the amount 
ol notice required for constitu- 
tional amendments. 

flic Hoard, composed of live 
upper year Law students, ruled 
that because "notice of motion" 
had been given at the previous 
meeting, and the amendments 
were on the agenda at the next 
meeting, that sections 9. 1 and 9.2 
had been observed. 



The ruling disproves SSMU 
Speaker Chris Alexander’s earlier 
assertion that adequate notice had 
not been given. 

The Hoard pointed out that 
Council's special rules of order, 
cited in Alexander's ruling, were 
not relevant in the case of Con- 
stitutional amendments, where 
other procedures are clearly laid 
out. and should not have been in- 
voked. 

Hut according to Fraser, it 
doesn't really matter anyway. 
"The whole point becomes rather 
moot, given the results of our 
referendum. We now have a clear 
mandate to negotiate graduate stu- 
dent autonomy from SSMU.” he 
said. 



nothing formal has been set up. 
but I've talked to PGSS represen- 
tatives about the issue." 

PGSS representatives remain 
pessimistic about the hope of 
reconciling their differences with 
SSMU. According to Stephen 
Fraser. PGSS representative to 
Council. "We received a very 
substantial 'no', that we don't 
want to pay money to Students' 
Society." 

The issue will be discussed at 
the next Council meeting, April

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Military ties to third world dictatorships

"Israel is today a diplomatical- 
ly isolated Neo-Pariah state which 
is tightly linked hy military seals 
to dictatorial states throughout the 
Third World, ” said Sheila Ryan 
when she spoke at McGill last 
Thursday. 

Ryan, the director of the Net- 
work for Peace and Justice in the 
Middle East and contributing 
editor for MERIP Reports describ- 
ed Israeli relations with South 
Africa as constituting a "deep 
military and economic 
dimension" and the role of the 
United States as one of a "silent 
partner". 

Israel, according to Ryan, func- 
tions as a bridgehead for South 
African exports to Europe. It im- 
ports South African goods and ex- 
ports them to Europe, iscore, a 
steel producing joint venture bet- 
ween South African and Israeli 
enterprises is located in Israel and 
is 49 per cent South African own- 
ed and 51 per cent Israeli owned. 
It exports substantial amounts of 
steel to Europe under favorable 
status to Israel via the European 
Economic Community. 

"When Begin was elected, he 
was already the president of the 
Israel-South Africa Friendship 
Society which is a group of 
prestigious Israeli political and 
business figures,” said Ryan. 

Israel’s special role in its 
military relationship with South 
Africa, according to Ryan, is one 



of military supplier in the face of 
an international embargo on 
weapons sales to South Africa. 
"Israel supplies very big pieces of 
military equipment which would 
not slip through an embargo." 

Israel also aids the development 
of the South African military in- 
dustry. South Africa produces 
weapons under Israeli license 
which is crucial to South Africa at 
a time of a military embargo. 

The US has also taken extraor- 
dinary measures to aid the 
development of the Israeli 
military industry. 

In 1975, the US allowed Israel 
$107 million in foreign military 
sales credit, of which $59 million 
could be spent in Israel. This 
money went to the development of 
the MIRKAVA tank project, with 
over 200 companies in Israel pro- 
ducing parts for it. South Afriear, 
alloy was imported, which ISCORE 
used to produce steel for the tank. 

Israel and South Africa also 
cooperate on the nuclear level. 
“Israel brought nuclear 
technology to South Africa to ex- 
change for nuclear test sights." 
said Ryan. Israel is a small coun- 
try. not in a position to test 
nuclear weapons within its own 
borders, but with a particular need 
to test fallout because of its close 
geographical proximity to (he 
Arab states. As early as 1979 US 
satellites picked up nuclear test 
signals in the South Pacific. 



Ryan was asked about a recent 
article on the Israeli government 
making a statement on distancing 
'itself from the South African 
regime. She replied that the US 
congress, "as early as a year ago 
required that the Department of 
State report to it on any military 
relations between any recipient of 
US security assistcncc and South 
Africa.” It is to be published on 
April 1st. 

"This of course has created a 
great deal of consternation in 
Israel. What we arc now seeing is 
a a whole scries of reports in the 
Israeli major newspapers about 
the fact that Israel has a half a 
million dollars outstanding in 
military contracts with South 
Africa. 

"If these were to be lost, think 
of the law suits, how much it 
would cost, and how many people 
we would have to lay off,” she 
said. 

"I would read that as a message 
to the US congress not to lake the 
action which is available to it and 
cut military aid to Israel because 
of their relations to South Africa. 
I believe that's all it means." 

Ryan spoke of the relationship 
between Israel and Guatemala. 
Again Isrcali military supplies to a 
Third World country took on ex- 
treme importance when the US 
would not supply weapons to it, 
between 1977-1984. Jimmy 
Carter and his campaign for 
Human Rights it would have made 



it a public embarrassment since at 
that time the Guatemalan regime 
displayed flagrant human rights 
abuses. 

By 1977 Israel had become the 
primary weapons supplier to 
Guatemala and tidiram, an 
Israeli electronics manufacturer 
which is 45 per cent owned by 
GTE, supplied the computer 
system that was used for counter- 
insurgency purposes, at a time 
when it would have been impossi- 
ble for GTE to supply such 
technology to the Guatemalan 
regime. 

According to Ryan, the com- 
puter system has information on 
80 per cent of the Guatemalan 
population. As well, the system is 
used to monitor electrical and 
water consumption in the houses 
of larger cities. If consumption is 
too high, they are tracked down as 
possible safe houses used by op- 
position groups. 

"In 1981 the Guatemalan 
government aided by the Argen- 
tine counter-insurgency experts 
and relying on this computer 
system’s analysis used it to swoop 
down on several safe houses 
operated by ORPA which is the 
revolutionary people’s organiza- 
tion and literally wiped out this 
organization," she said. 

The Israeli-Nicaraguan rela- 
tionship was the third relationship 
that Ryan spoke of. ^gain. Israel 
supplied a country which was 
politically difficult for the US to 
supply. Carter stopped US 
military supplies to Somoza’s 
regime because, like the 
Guatemalan government, "he

Dawson breaks education 
tradition 

Montreal (CUP) — Dawson College is 
breaking the tradition of tree CEGEP educa- 
tion in Quebec by proposing a $10 per 
course fee. 

The fee proposal, to be considered next 
month at a college Board of Governors 
meeting, has outraged students, pro- 
fessors. staff and the government. 

Jean-Pierre Paquet, secretary general of 
l’Association Nationale des Etudianl-c-s du 
Quebec, said ANEQ is planning protests 
against the fees if the government doesn't 
formally oppose it. 

"I called the education minister's attache 
and he was shocked by the proposal. He 
said it is illegal to charge tuition at a 
CEGEP." said Paquet 



Education Ministry press attache Luc 
Rheaumc said the government won’t allow 
the college to charge the fee. 

Ken Ekins, Dawson student ombudsper- 
son. is worried about the ability of many 
Dawson students to pay the fee. "This is 
an inner-city CEGEP. We already have 
students who can't pay the $36 activity 
fee.” he said. 

Steve Muszynski, president of the 
Dawson Teachers Union, said the fee 
would further cut enrollment, which has 
fallen by about 600 students. 

He said the reason for the fee is to cover 
the college’s $700,000 deficit. 

Long-term effects of drug DES 

Vancouver (CUP) — des, a controversial 
drup administered to prevent miscarriages 



in pregnant women over three decades, is 
still having effects on later generations. 

Molly Nevin, a fourth year nursing stu- 
dent at the University of British Columbia, 
has been conducting a directed study on the 
effects of dicthylstilbcstrol, and has un- 
covered some disturbing facts. 

Nevin said 97 per cent of the daughters 
of women who used DES show side effects, 
including genital tract abnormalities, and a 
50 per cent greater risk of developing cer- 
vical cancer. 

The drug, a synthetic estrogen product 
given to women between 1941 and 1971, 
was supposed to stop miscarriages. 

It was given to women who had spotting 
during pregnancy, suffered previous 
miscarriages, or if the mother had an RH 
negative blood tvpe and the doctors 



flagrantly violated human 
rights.” 

Quoting the Stockholm Peace 
Research Institute, Ryan said. 
"By 1979. 98 per cent of 
Somoza’s military imports came 
from Israel.” 

The US refused to sanction 
military supplies in these three 
cases yet allowed Israel to do so, 
explained Ryan, quoting the 1978 
Department of State official ex- 
planation in Somoza’s case: "The 
Carter administration monitors 
and allows such shipments 
because it wants to avoid an arm- 
ed overthrow of Somoza while 
forcing him to resign." 

"That is to prevent an abrupt 
overthrow of his regime which 
might bring to power a govern- 
ment not to US tastes," she said. 
She believes “this kind of think- 
ing is what is behind US policy 
towards South Africa which on 
the one hand calls for a prohibi- 
tion of US weapons supplies to 
South Africa while clearly ap- 
proving Israeli supplies to it." 

Reports on Israeli supplies to 
the Contras started to appear as 
early us 1983. 

Ryan also said Israel never real- 
ly lost its Iranian market for 
military sales. "As early as 1981. 
Israel had exported $135 million 
worth of military equipment to 
Iran. By 1983 Israel was expor- 
ting a half a billion dollars worth 
of military equipment to Iran." 

The US helps to foster the 
Israeli military industry in more 
ways than simply giving aid 
money towards its development. 
According to Ryan, between 
1979-1984. Israeli firms were 
enabled to bid on an equal footing 
with US firms to supply items to 
the US Department of Defence. 

"It is now possible to invest in 
Israeli military industries in the 
United States by simply calling 
your broker." added Ryan. Many 
Israeli companies are now traded 
over the counter on stock ex- 
changes accross the US and 30 per 
cent of these are military pro- 
ducers. 

Ryan said, however. "I do not 
want to under-represent the 
political utility to the United 
States that it derives from this 
relationship. The US uses Israel 
to gel things done quietly while 
Israel at the same time persues an 
independent policy of its own." 



thought she might miscarry. 

Nevin calculated that women receiving 
DES were given an average of 31 
milligrams of estrogen a day, or 1,000 
times, higher than the amount a woman 
would receive in a birth control pill today. 

"You’re not supposed to take the pill to- 
day if you think you’re pregnant, let alone 
1 .000 times the dosage of estrogen that was 
given to pregnant women during the 40s. 
50s, and 60s.” said Nevin. 

Nevin said one in 60 Canadian women 
was exposed to the drug which was used 
widely in the US, Great Britain. Australia 
and the Netherlands. And DES is still used 
in Third World nations, she said.

The whole effort is ultimately 
very rewarding when you are able 
to stand before the other countries 
of the world and tout your na- 
tional line while spewing political 
rhetoric. 

The Princeton University Con- 
ference. held Feruary 5th through 



8th, gave 21 McGill members an 
opportunity to illustrate their 
talents among the ranks of 35 US 
universities, including Columbia. 
Duke. Harvard. Johns Hopkins. 
Yale, and the United States 
Military Academy. McGill’s team 
received two awards and four 
honourable mentions for their 
representations of Algeria. 
Canada and the United Arab 
Emirates. The Canadian delega- 
tion was the second best overall 
delegation behind Harvard's 
representation of the USSR.

Auberge for homeless women 



Francinc’s violent, alcoholic 
father died two years ago when 
she was 17. Since then, she has 
tried unsuccessfully to survive on 
the SI 65 she receives per month 
from welfare. Lacking the skills 
and training needed for the job 
market, her situation is further 
complicated by the emotional 
fragility and aggresseive 
behaviour which are the results of 
her brutal upbringing. 

After 15 years in a psychiatric 
institution. Su/.cttc was discharg- 
ed with a prescription for a drug 
which was supposed to control her 
symptoms and enable her to live 
in the community. During those 
15 years, however. Su/.etlc's 
“community" disap- 

peared — husband, children and 
friends have all gone their 
separate ways. Fear, isolation and 
recurrent bouts of illness have 
now brought her to the point 
where she can no longer function 
on her own. 

Janet was forced to lice her 
rooming house when a drunken 
co-tenant accidentally set lire to 
his room. As a single woman on 
welfare. Janet is going to need 
plenty of time to find herself 
another place to stay. Every time 
she has to move, it seems to be 



harder to find a place she can af- 
ford. 

These are just three of the hun- 
dreds of women who have sought 
help in the past few years at the 
Auberge Madeleine, a Montreal 
shelter for women in difficulty . 
There is every indication that the 
problem of temporary 
homelessness is on the increase. 
In its first year of operation, the 
Auberge turned away an average 
of 35 women per month for lack 
of space. Last year, that figure in- 
creased by five per cent and the 
trend continues. There are many 
reasons why women come to the 
Auberge, but what they have in 
common is a lack of money, 
friends or family to help them 
through a temporary crisis or a 
longer peoriod of difficulty. 

The Auberge Madeleine has 
responded to this urgent situation 
by providing 14 beds in a cheerful 
three-storey house in a downtown 
residential neighbourhood. Seven 
days a week. 24 hours a day, the 
trained • staff and dedicated 
volunteers offer security, support 
and practical help to women of all 
ages and backgrounds. 

Some residents need a bed for 
only a few nights, while others 
may need as long as two months 
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to get their lives together again. 
The Auberge has developed a 
flexible and creative approach to 
helping its residents sort out a 
wide variety of problems. 
Although some residents need a 
lot of support and help, the goal is 
always to encourage them, as far 
as possible, to take charge of their 
own lives. 

The few shelters which do exist 
for women without children in 
Montreal are all private non-profit 
organisations. Financial support 
from the government has been 
either non-existent or minimal, 
and shelters function on a shoestr- 
ing budget while they struggle to 
keep up with the demand for ser- 
vices. The Auberge itself was 
originally the brainchild of an 
ecumenical group of downtown 
churches, who provided much of 
the funds to gel the project going. 
Nevertheless, the shelter has hud 
to broaden its financial base, and 
depends to a great extent on the 
generosity of the public to keep its 
doors open. Money, donations ol 
food anil equipment and volunteer 
help are always needed. Those 
who are interested in offering 
their help are invited to contact 
the coordinator.

Allegedly, it is a setting 
in which people from a variety of 
backgrounds can agree to meet to openly 
discuss, share and exchange ideas and opi- 
nions on issues. 

In accordance with Students' Soeiey 
policy. McGill is supposedly not to be im- 
plicated in any activities that could he in 
any way construed as support for the 
Pretoria government. Thanks to comrades 
like Messrs. Hale and Babb, this claim can 
no longer he taken seriously. 

By his actions. Mr. Hale has implied 
that McGill desires to emulate a particular 
puhlically racist stale. Furthermore. 
Babb’s visit suggests that implicit support 
of racially supremacist viewpoints is still 
highly evident. Babb was to have spoken 
to an assumcdly all white audience.

To draw a parallel — as Mr. Kalznclsun 
does implicitly — between Z.uhdi Terzi ol 
the PLO and Glenn Babb of South Africa 
is to put the dispossessed Palestinian peo- 
ple's demand for redress on the same 
moral level as the apartheid system, which 
is designed precisely to dispossess the 
Blacks of South Africa. This is a grotesque 
and cruel distortion of reality. 

South Africa is one of those states that 
seek to dclcgilimzc the organizations 
representing the peoples they oppress by 
labelling them ’terrorist'. while 
themselves routinely subjecting civilian 
populations to indiscriminate murderous 
attacks at a level of violence undreamt of 
by any ‘terrorist organization*. They use 
the word 'terrorisin' exclusively to decribe 
the violence of the oppressed. The word is 
thus divorced from its dictionary delin- 
tion, and becomes a weapon in the pro- 
paganda war against the national aspiia- 
I ions of subject peoples. In a letter discuss- 
ing South Africa. Mr. Katznelson men- 
tions 'terrorism' only in connection with 
the PLO. This suggest that he. too. is us- 
ing the word in its twisted sense

Vote of confidence 

To the Dully: 

I am writing in my capacity as President 
of the Daily Publications Society Board of 
Directors to explain several misconcep- 
tions which repeatedly appear in the letters 
to the Daily and amongst some members 
of the Society who seem hell-bent on 
maintaing these misconceptions to the 
detriment of the newspaper and to the 
Society (i.c. students) as a whole. 

The most recent of a fairly long siring of 
attempts to obtain increased funding for 
the paper by way of a student fee increase 
took place two weeks ago. The effects of 
the lack of funds and the many reasons for 
increasing the paper’s resources were ex- 
plained at length in the pre-election cam- 
paign. None of the attempts have been suc- 
cessful so far. but in this latest effort the 
results, when compared with those in the 
past, suggest a major vote of confidence in 
the paper. This year, the question was 
defeated by only 27 voles; 3,126 students 
turned out. Last year, the ballot was lost 
by 651 votes: only 1,555 students par- 
ticipated. The student body, it may be con- 
cluded. is split down the middle. Contrary 
to the “Destroy -the-Dm/v" campaigners' 
distorted perceptions, this split illustrates a 
marked improvement in the student body’s 
perception of the paper and even, 
arguably, approval. Can an even balance 
of yes and no votes be reasonably said to 
be a rejection of a "certain anarcho-lefl- 
wing clique" which supposedly exercises 
a "stronghold" over the paper. In its pre- 
sent and historical context, the answer is 
no. 

Finally. I’d like to point out that two of 
the people who signed the letter in lire 23rd 
March issue from w hich the quote above is 
taken arc candidates for the four student 
representative positions to the DPS Board 
of Directors By-clection taking place on 
the 25th and 26th of March, "nicy ap- 
parently believe that if elected, they would 
be mandated to "democratize" the 
newspaper hy breaking the present 
"stronghold." They are very much 
mistaken in their conception of the powers 
and duties of the Board's Directors. They 
would do well to refer to the DPS constitu- 
tion for an outline of these (specifically ar- 
ticle 5.3). According to the Consililulion. 
the Board’s primary objective is the finan- 
cial well-being of the paper: it is not to im- 
pose its political viewpoint upon an 
already democratized internal 
staff/cditorial structure and constitutional- 
ly valid editorial policy. Perhaps these 
would-be student representatives would 
better demonstrate their desire to represent 
others by informing themselves of the 
Society’s Constitution before running, 
and/or limit the discussion to the real 
issues at hand.

An open letter to SSMU: 

Last Tuesday. March 10. I was 
unanimously censured hy the Students' 
Society of McGill University for having

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invited Mr. Glenn Bahh. the South African 
Ambassador lo Canada, to speak lo die 
residents of Douglas Hall. In addition, I 
have been commanded to apologize to the 
Black community and to McGill. 

I assumed that, at least as a matter of 
courtesy, the SSMU would have conveyed 
its censure and its demands to me per- 
sonally by now. I was wrong. My only- 
knowledge of what was voted on is w hat I 
read in last Wednesday's Daily. Never- 
theless, I believe that it is my duty — and 
my right — to respond both to SSMU and 
to various allegations which have appeared 
in the Daily over the past week. 

So why did I invite Babb? For at least 
three reasons, the first of which goes like 
this: (I) Soutli Africa is a deeply troubled 
nation: (2) many students at McGill (and 
more particularly, at Douglas Hall) are ac- 
tively trying to lind out what contributions 
they can make to the solutions of South 
Africa's problems; (3) the students have 
already been presented with one solution 
for ending apartheid: economic and 
diplomatic sanctions; (4) they have not 
been presented with the South African's 
government's arguments against sanc- 
tions; (5) they .should have a chance to 
hear these arguments; (6) the most 
qualified person in Canada to argue on 
behalf of the South African government is 
its ambassador, Mr. Glen Babb; (7) 
therefore, Mr. Babb should speak at 
Douglas Hall. 

I had two other reasons for inviting Mr. 
Babb. First, I wanted to provoke students 
lo think about South Africa and its pro- 
blems. In order to be provocative, I 
thought it best to present to the students 
somebody with whom they disagreed 
rather than someone with whom they 
agreed. Consider that the residents of 
Douglas Hall are still heatedly discussing 
South Africa, and then consider that abor- 
tion — the topic of the following night's 
discussion with Dr. Henry Morgen- 
taler — has hardly been mentioned since. 
Consider that students who used lo skip 
over the South Africa stories in the 
newspapers are now reading them, and 
that some arc even taking hooks from the 
library. Bringing in Mr. Bahh made 
Douglas Hall students more sensitive lo 
South African issues. 

Second. I wanted lo lose the sense of 
shame of being a McGill student that I felt 
last year when another campus group was 
forced, due to the inevitable controversy, 
lo abandon its plans to invite Mr. Bahh. I 
wanted to prove that a group of university 
students was capable of engaging in civil 
discussion with a man with whom they 
fundamentally disagreed, and the residents 
of Douglas Hull - to their credit - have 
provided that proof. 

Apparently the Students’ Society has a 
policy which forbids representatives of the 
South African government from speaking 
on campus. That policy is dead wrong. I 
was not aware of the policy when I invited 
Mr. Babb, but in my enlightened 
rctmspect I would do it again. You see. at 
Douglas Hall our minds are not made of 
mush. Like the majority of McGill 
students, we are capable of sifting through 
the information that is presented lo us and 
coming to our own conclusions. As much 
as we admire the efforts of the South 
Africa Committee, Uhuru. na Ufuhanm. 
and the Students' Society . we refuse lo lie 
told lo accept w ithout question somebody 
else's "correct" opinion on a very com- 
plex issue. We refuse lo lie told who we 
may or may not listen to as we try to for- 
mulate our own opinions. And we refuse 
to come crawling to anybody, asking 
"Please, sirs, may we invite Mr. Babb (or 
anyone else) for dinner?" 

To those who say that we should not 
have listened to Mr. Bahh. I ask have you 
ever spoken to a representative of the 
South African government? If yes. then 
who are you to say somebody else may not 
do so? If not. then how can you say that 
you disagree with arguments which have 
never been put to you? In the law business 
we have a fundamntul principle called the 
hearsay rule. You should look it up. 

The residents of Douglas Hall have met 
the South African Ambassador. They had 
the unique opportunity to judge his 
arguments and his credibility. And they 
had the unique opportunity — at least at 
McGill — of hearing the other side. 

For providing them with this opportuni- 
ty I cannot, and will not. apologize.
